Miss M. O. Holmes, of Syria, pre- 


sided over the closing meeting and a 
superb leader she is. Absolute com- 
mand of a powerful voice and endless 
stock of information renders her at ease 
and at home on the rostrum. After the 
opening anthem Rev. Dr. D. S. Tap- 
pan invoked divine blessing and the 
congregation sang "The Whole World 
was Lost in the Darkness of Sin." A 
responsive reading, a hymn and a 
prayer^by S. O. Titus completed the 
opening devotional services. 
Mrs, E. 


F. Draper presided at the organ. Miss 
Holmes, 
in 
introducing the first 


speaker, referred to a famous painting 
of tho crucified Christ. 
In the fore- 


ground was tho crowd anxious to get 
to tho light beaming from tho cross, 
that their 
sins might be cleansed. 


That is the condition of the world to 
night. For centuries the light has been 
streaming down and so few have seen 
it. 
Imagine one little ray shining in- 


to the darkest spot on the globe—India. 
So little is known of it, but one who 
does know something about it will ad- 
dress this meeting, Mrs. J. O. E. 
Ewing, of India, who was on the pro- 
gram for a talk on "Panjabi Young 
People." 


Mrs. Ewing, a minister's daughter 


who wont to that far-off land with the 
man she loves, has boon in India]seven- 


, teen years, seven of which have been 


spent in the province of Panjabi close 
to tho Northern frontier. 
It is a wild 


province and it took many wars to con- 
quer it. Mrs. Ewing prefaced her talk 
with some remarks on prayer, describ- 
ing the "labor saving" devices used by 
the Hindoos to say their prayers. She 
exhibited a wooden cylinder on the end 
of a stick, in which prayers on paper 
are rolled, and as the wheel is turned 
the prayers are registered with the 
Gods. 
She also 
described 
water 


wheels used for the same purpose. -The 
Hindoo, before praying, rings bells to 
attract the attention of some of their 
numerous gods. Young ladies dressed 
in the costume of a native Mohamme- 
dan and native Christian wore shown. 
She described the mission college at 
Lahore, where there are three other 
schools, bnfc tho young peonle prefer 
this one. Every day they have a congre- 
gation of 250 young people. It is hard 
for them to become Christians, their 
parents persecuting them, tho courts 
prosecuting and mobs attempting to re- 
lease them. Tho Hindoos would rather 
destroy their sons, body and soul, than 
have thorn love Christ. 
In spite of all 


these difficulties, they have many stu- 
dents and converts. She closed with a 
prayer'that some one from this audi- 
ence might be sent to the missionary 
field. She then sang two hymns in 
the Indiau language, having a sweet 
and fascinating voice. 


Miss Nolsou, secretary for the Young 


People's societies, made a few remarks, 
acknowledging the good work done by 
tho young people and hoping that the 
meetings of this week may increase the 
interest and work. 


After singing, "I Love to Tell the 


Story," Mrs, John Murray, of China, 
was introduced and talked on "She Did 
All She Could.'' She told in a most 
interesting manner the story of a little 
girl who became converted thorugh 
difficulties, taught a class of her young 
friends and established a great school, 
when her health failed and sh« died. 
The story was an impressive one and 
went to the hearts of all her hearers. 
The work established by that girl is 
waiting for some one to take it up. 


An offering was received and Dr. 


Tappau invoked its blessing. 
Mrs. 


W. A. Hutchins sang a beautiful ar- 
rangement of "Rock of Ages" as an 
offertory. 


Miss Charlotte Hawes, who goes to 


China aa a missionary, was called upon 
and made a few most interesting re- 
marks. She had enjoyed and greatly 
profited by tho week's meetings and 
told how she had been called for the 
work. She said thot at least one young 
lady in Portsmouth had felt that she 
was called for this work. Miss Hawes 
made a most favorable impression, and 
the one opinion was that she will make 
a success iu her new work. 


After singing "God Be With You 


'Till Wo Moot Again," Dr. Tappan 
dismissed the cougregation with tho 
benediction.

A paper on "The Seen und Unseen 


in Mission Work," written by Mrs. 
Robert Ackman, who was unavoidably 
absent, was read by Mrs. S. S. Gilson, 
of Pittsbnrg. 


The results of labor in any field are 


two-fold, those seen and those unseen. 
Oftentimes the visible results are 
small and discouraging, but one must 
rely on the promises of God, and it may 
be that much precious seed is lying dor- 
mant to spring up into future fruitful- 
ness. 


Mrs. John Murray, of China, gave 


an interesting talk, entitled, "Among 
the Women of Shantung." The homes 
of these Chinese women are dark and 
repulsive, as one enters for the first 
time, but they can be made bright and 
cheerful if we go to them with the 
message of Jesus. These women have 
hung up on their walls as household 
gods a sheet of paper with an image 
printed on it. At certain times incense 
is burned to these gods. On the 28d 
day of the twelfth moon, amid fire- 
crackers, this paper god ascends and 
reports what the family have been do- 
ing during the year. Through the 
teaching of the missionaries these gods 
have been abandoned in many homes, 
and a calendar with the^commandments 
takes its place. 


Oftentimes those who are the most 


opposed to the missionary at first are 
won in time. One Chinese woman 
who would, have nothing to do with 
the "Jesus doctrine" and would tear 
up all tracts brought by her husband, 
came into the missionary's home to see 
the "iron tailor" (the sewing machine) 
and the American way of housekeep- 
ing. 
"Why, these foreigners are not 


so bad after all,'' she said after leaving, 
and the next time Mrs. Murray was 
in her village she was invited to come 
into the woman's home, and now all 
of the family are Christians, and a 
force for Christ in their village. 


Some years ago these Chinese said: 
We care for your medicine; we don't 


care for your religion," but now they 
care.for the religion. From a village 
where the missionaries had labored 
long without a result, recently a peti-

The last legislature repealed the law 


which provides for what is known' as 
outside relief. 
This means that all 


paupers who require aid from the 
county must be sustained at the infirm- 
ary, or the townships must provide for 
their support. In the past the town- 
ship trustees have given relief and the 
county 
infirmary board footed the 


bills. This new. order will deprive the 
infirmary directors of about three- 
fourths of their work. During the past 
winter about 600 people have received 
this aidjfrom Scioto county. Prom $1 
to $1.60 a week is allowed each family 
of four or five. The new order will 
doubtless send a large number of them 
to the infirmary, and an addition to 
that 
institution will be necessary. 


Should a small per cent, of the num-. 
ber be sent there it will necessitate ad- 
ditional quarters. Of course many will 
find a way to support themselves in 
preference to becoming inmates of the 
infirmary, and in this the law will 
prove an economical one.

back to this land, where Christ walked 
on earth, the message we had received 
from it. 


It is extremely difficult to reach the 


Syrian women, because there are so 
many different sects and religions, 
each having a distrust of the other. 
But, in many ways they are attracted. 
One came to the mission school for a 
few yards of cotton cloth, which was 
given as a reward of merit for learning 
Bible verses. This verse, "Come unto 
Me all ye that labor and I will give 
you restj" . was so burned into her 
mind that when trouble came to her, 
it became not mere words without 
meaning, but a message to her heart,' 
and she came to the missionary beg- 
ging to know who it is that gives the 
rest. 
Women in Syria are valued as 


cows and donkeys by their "husbands 
and fathers, useful as beasts of burden, 
and with about as much intelligence. 
It is perhaps this fact that accounts for 
the indifference of the government to 
the girl's school at Beirut, which is 
doing so much good. But give the 
Syrian education and the Christian 
religion and she becomes a different 
being aud an effective help. The devo- 
tion of one good Syrian woman to her 
prayer meeting is an example to her 
American sisters. This same woman, 
before she loved Christ, used often to 
stand behind the door with a block of 
wood in her hand to hurl at the mis- 
sionary's head who was talking to her 
husband. 
As she said afterwards, 


"She could not throw it; God was 
holding her back." This same zeal 
which had been used against Christian- 
ity, after her conversion, was devoted 
to the cause of Chirst. In the fall, in 
Syria, nearly all provisions must be 
taken in for the winter ; tho wheat in 
great quantities must be washed and 
dried aud prepared for the winter's 
use, and it is the busiest season for the 
Syrian housekeeper. This "good woman, 
though with all this work before her, 
would not begin until Thursday in her 
task, for she said, "I must not make 
myself too tired for the prayer meet- 
ing. " She loved the prayer meetings, 


We waut rare women, the best 


women, to take the Gospel to these peo- 
ple. Will yon send indifferent embas- 
sadors to overcome ages of superstition 
and darkness? Wo want Christ-hearted 
women, large-hearted women, to carry 
on this work.
